For best results in growing Pansies start by getting a good strain. Then sow seeds in a 
flat or in cold frames in a good rich sandy leaf mold or if leaf mold is not to be had a rich, 
loamey soil will do where beds have a good drainage and are in a sunny location. Seed must 
then be covered very lightly with sifted soil and kept moist. They then must be kept covered 
with burlap until germination, at such time the burlap should be removed. A temperature of 
about 75 degrees or a bit less is about right for sprouting Pansie seed. The seedling plants 
should be transplanted twice, in order to get the largest flowers, transplanting once from the 
seed pans to the sheltered beds, then later transplanted to the open garden. Pansie seed may
